r» laches me, Do we know more aboul 
comets than wc did two years ^o? V 
wish that I could honestly answer. Wo 
know a great deal more; but I cannot. 
Mill, something has been added to our 
knowledge, and, unless I mistake, al- 
though that something may in itself be 
- 1 i libit, the manner in which it has been 
If. trued is suck that the small modicum 
of uew truth is full of promise. 

I suppose every one who reads these 
lines, know s prottv well what are now 
the chief difheullies in cometic science. 
Wo want to kuow why. as the comet aj>- 
proaches the sun. it throwsout all around 
ft, but chiefly toward the sun, the lum- 
inous appendage we call the coma or 
hair— really, so fur as we can judge, a 
nebulous or gaseous euvelope. We 
want next to know why the matter thus 
thrown out seems to become subject to a 
repulsive force by which it : s strongly 
driven from the sun to form what is 
failed the comet's tail. Wo want to 
know how much of the light of the com- 
ets nucleus (.>r brightest part.) coma or 
nebulous surrounding, and tail is due to 
the mere reflection of sunlight and how 
much is inherent, Also, having ascer- 
tained beyond all possibility of doubt or 
cavil that' part of the light." in all three 
cases is inherent, we want to know how 
Sttfinient heat is acquired to raise 
nucleus, coma and tail to actual inher- 
ent luminosity. 

Now, in former years, and e.-pecialh 
during the appearance of the comets of 
Winneeke and Brorsen, in l.StM, astrono- 
mers recognized that a part of the light 
of some comets, at any rate, is due to 
the inherent luminosity of certain com- 
pounds of carbon and hydrogen. Dr. 
William Iluggins, of London, is not a 
\ery daring scientific speculator; he 
usually errs on the side of excessive cau- 
tion (indeed I Have myself been stating 
respecting his results for the hist fourteen 
years, what he now only begins to state 
for himself;) therefore, when Ii" does 
speak positively we may believe that he 
has found the evidence overwhelmingly 
strong. Well, he says in a lecture very 
recently delivered before the Royal Xn- 
8titution: "The general close agreement 
in the case of some twenty cornels of the 
bright bands in the cometary light with 
refctrse seen In (fie spectra of fiyUrocarbon* 
justifies us fully in ascribing the light of 
these comets to matter which contains 
carbon in combination with hydrogen." 

Until quite recently this has been the 
only matter Which has been clearly rec- 
•ognized by the spectroscopic method, as 
forming part of the substance of comets. 
A nd the wonder has been that a substance 
■0 refractory as carbon — a substance 
which cannot be vaporized in our labor- 
atories under any ordinary conditions- 
should thus appear in the form of lumin- 
ous vapor in the ease of comets furl her 
from the sun than our own earth. It is 
difficult to see where the heat can come 
from by which the carbon present in 
these boilies can thus give light-evidence 
(which means also heat-evidence) of its 
presence. It is not carbon only which 
is thus shown to be present, nor even 
. .a bon and hydrogen only: nitrogen 
seems also to be indicated. Professors 
Liveing and Dewar have found that cer- 
tain bright lines are only present in the 
spectra of certain compounds of carbon 
when nitrogen is also present, and that 
in fact they indicate the presence of cyan- 
ogen, a well-known [nitrogen compound 

• •t carbon. Now these bright lines have 
not only been seen, they have been pho- 
tographed in the spectrum of the bright- 
er comet of 18*1 (by Dr. William Hug- 
ginsin J.ondon, and by Dr. Henry Draper 
in New York). A part, then, of the 
light of every comet is inherent, and 
OOtnet from a luminous mixture of car- 
bon, hydrogen, nitrogen and probable 
oxygen also. A part of the light, is, 
however, reflected sunlight, nearly the 
whole of the tail's light being thus re- 
flected, ami a great portion of the light 
of thecoma, with a smaller portion of 
the light of the nucleus. Even 
here, nowever, we cannot be as- 
sured that all thifl light which might be 
i " fleeted sunlight is really so. The only- 
way in which we can distinguish such 
light from inherent light coming from 
glowing solid or liquid matter, is by 
noting that when we analyze reflected 
sunlight certain tints (thousands of them) 
are missing, so that across the rainbow 
tinted streak, into which the spectro- 
scope resolves such light, ^here are seen 
numltersof dark lines corresponding to 
those missinir tints. In the ease of light 
from a seh'-luminoiis solid or liquid mass 
no such dark lines are seen. But the 
faint light of a comet is not very easily 
analyzed as closely as is necessary to 
show whether these dark lines exist in it 
or not Until quite recently astronomers 
have been content to regard the presence 
of acontintious rainbow-tinted spectrum, 
with or without lines, as evidence that 
the comet shone by reflected sunlight. 
Now, however, a "closer scrutiny baa 
been made, and in the spectrum of the 
brightest comet of 1881 physicists hare, 
succeeded in detecting the" dark lines 
(the so-called Fraun holer lines) of the 
solar Spectrum. These lines have even 
been photographed by Dr. Iluggins {they 
don't show in Dr. H. Draper * photo- 
graphs.) Now, failing to obtain or see 
these dark lines means little or nothing; 
seeing them, however, and. still more, 
photographing them, is decisive, making 
it absolutey certain that part of the 
comet's light is reflected sunlight. There 
mnst be matter like meteoric dust in the 
head and nucleus and probably in the 
tail also of a comet to enable it to shine 
in this way by reflecting the light of the 
sun. 

But the latest comet which has vet 
been observed with the spectroscope has 
brought fresh news. I refer to Wells' 
r-omet, sometimes called, rather affect- 
edly. Comet Wells. The spectrum of 
, this comet did not at first show the car- 
lion bands to which I have referred above. 

• The cyanogen groups," savs Dr. Hug- 
gins, "are not seen: and he does not 
seem to have looked for the.m later.

The ProetrCse of Good Rennet. 

The proper ue of rennet is nn impor- 
tant matter in iheese making. It is by 
the action of ti? rennet that the chemical 
process by wlch the crude caseine of 
the milk is 0O verted into cheese is car- 
ried forward. In order to attain the best 
re-, tits, the bet rennet must lie used, and 
used in suitfile quantities. The best 
renn. !s :.re fum calves from five to ten 
da\ s old. altfiugh so long as the calves 
hve entirely pon milk the rennet do not 
vary mueh il strength. As soon as the 
calves begiB to live on solid food the 
strength of tiir stomach, or rennets, be- 
oomes impayd. The calves should be 
allowed to jck a moderate meal about 
eighteen hors before killing. After the 
lapse of thatfenglh of lime the curd from 
their last real will have nearly disap- 
peared, anithe coagulating agent be- 
come deposed upon the inside of the 
stomach, "arming a delicate coating, 
faintly flesfsolored, and very tender, 
which break off in thin flocculent scales 
upon slight'riction." This coating it is 
very desi rsls to preserve, and the rennet 
must be hadledwith care to prevent the 
lo-s of it. 'he contents of the stomach 
may 1m: carfuUy emptied out, carefully 
rinsed withvater, salted. stret"hed on a 
bent stickjhnd dried for use. Ren- 
nets are mch better if not used until a 
year old. "hey may be steeped in Weak 
brine or wey for use, allowing two 
iptarts of liuid for each rennet. About 
half a pint if such a liquid will usually 
be sufticien to curdle fifty to sixty gal- 
lons of mili The amouut of rennet 
! var^Min: the 
•aV - .- . r- U tlifc naiik in met and 
the rapuwfyjf curing desired. Cheese 
designed fo< early ripening for market 
requires nior rennet than cheese which 
i- to be ketifc year or more. Care must 
be excrcisedto avoid using tainted ren- 
net. Mr. X A. Willard says . "Tainted 
rennet is th* source of infinite mischief 
to the dairt even when the taint is so 
slight as to f unsuspected. It produces 
ills well knotn to the dairyman as huff- 
ing, rapidi decomposition, nauseous 
stenches, tfc breeding of mites, and 
often the enjre Ijss of the cheese." An 
old dairymain Herkimer County. New 
York, once! lost a large quantity of 
cheese, andfcr a long time could Oot 
ascertain thtcatise of the trouble. The 
cheese seerujd perfect when made, but 
the formemUion soon became violent, 
and the chese would turn itself com- 
pletely out if the bandage. One after 
another thej were thrown to the hogs. 
The cause if the trouble was finally 
traced to thl wooden tub in which he 
kept the renS?t. The tub had become 
ta : nted. Hsthrew the tub away, substi- 
tuted a stontjar, procured good renntt 
-kins, and bid no further trouble. A 
good rule fofthe use of rennet is to use 
just enough to bring the curd in about 
fifty minutetiso as to be fit to cut. If 
to > much resnet is used the cheese may 
taste of it orbe hard and perhaps sour.

Ice for Raisin? f ream. 

The question is often asked if cteatu 
can bo injured by being "raised" too 
cold, and the only reply is, certainly It 
can be about or quite ruined. It is a 
well-known fact that under the old or 
tin-pan system of butter making, if the 
cr am was frozen or chilled, the fine 
nutty llavorof the butter was destroyed; 
even the grain was injured, and a mealy 
butter resulted. In many patent cream- 
ers brought oot the cold setting princi- 
ple is employed, the objeet being to 
make a radical distinction between the 
serums and the fats of the milk, but 
while the idea of intense cold may cause 
the cream to be rapidly thrown up, the 
same effect is produced as to allow tho 
cream to become chilled after removal. 
Whenevo»orw«m, on or off the milk, is 
forced below forty-five degrees, there is 
dancer <rf destroying the grain and 
nutty flavor of butter, and the best re- 
sults will always be found ma temper- 
ature beteren" forty-five and fifty-five 
decrees. 1" talking with a noted dairy- 
man of New York, recently, he made 
the remark thai the finest flavored end 
keeping b uUer ' n the world was made 
in a room in which the temperature 
ccu»d be kept at a uniform point, and 
th • niilkset in tin pans. 

A nice point is also being raiset' about 
th? chemical difference bet'veen cream 
t h it is forced oat of the milk iualew 
hours and cream raised by the old tin- 
pan process. There may" be and then 
there may not be any. If a difference 
does exist it is this: Cream th t is rap- 
idly forced out of milk has got to be ex- 
cluded from the air, i. c, raised in a 
vacuum, and hence does not become 
oxygenized, as is the case with cream 
raised from open pans. The aromatic 
flavor is now believed to be the result of 
a decomposition of some or the elements 
of the cream produced by the action of 
the oxygf" of the air, rather than the 
feedingof anypartieular food to influence 
this flavor. Tjie rapidity raised cream 
having been chilled by this contact with 
ice water, has thus had a chemical change 
before its contact with the oxygen of 
the air; hence is not similarly affected. 
Milk set in pails, in a pool of water, with 
their covers removed, so that the air can 
come in contact with it while coming to 
the surface, aon'.d probably not be in- 
ferior to mil"< se* in pans tn pure air — 
the most perfect of all systems as regards 
high flavored butter, but f ar from being 
the handiest sad most expeditious meth- 
od In th's fast age. when minutes we of 
more valuable tr:an were hours to our 
grandf af he rs.- Cievlarui Berald.

Exercise and Malaria. 

Dr. Pinkhnm writes in the Sanitarian 
regarding the tendency nowadays to 
assign malarial poison as a cause for all 
kinds of physical disturbances.

It means a f.a-ture that Ikis, on the liist 
dav of October, at least tine ton of hi no 
grass, clowr and timothy per acre, and 
can be secured on rich laud by remov- 
jne- all stock after July 15, and, on 
poorer land, alter .June 15. 

(ienernlly. it is better to remove the 
stock by the middle ot dune. Farmers 
mav -a\ : *' We cannot afford to lei our 
land lie idle through the Bkinuaer/' 
There is no loss by .-o doutt, but a 
great gain. Land treated in this way 
produces much more grass during the 
season than wlum denuded during the 
beat of summer. A well-known farina r, 
in a recent conversation, claimed that 
it was a good plan to allow a pasture u> 
remain ungrazed dsjring the entire se.u- 
Epn onoe in four or ftve years, and gavo 
an instance in his experience t > prove 
it.

hence, reasoning from effect to cause, it 
was inferred that all were of mala rill 
ori«rin. A person eats heartily and exer- 
cises little: he soon tinds himself ill; he 
has headache, pain in his side, languor 
and a variety of uncomfortable sensati' >ns- 
(Quinine is a tonic, and aids digestion: 
he takes it, and is better. What more 
natural conclusion than that his symp- 
toms are due to malaria, being relieved 
as they are by the great anti-malari*l 
remedy? Thus quinine became, "aj it is 
to-day, an ingredient of nearly all pre- 
scriptions — the great cure-all. It ft lso 
became a great aid in diagnosis, and in 
many cases settled the question, con- 
vincing the prepossessed patient and the 
wavering physician that malaria was 
the great bottom fact in the case in hand- 
Now 1 believe more than half the ail- 
ments which are in this off-hand way 
ascribed to malaria are due to some- 
thing else, and largely to lack of phys- 
ical exercise. There are other causes of 
diseases which we do not overlook- 
overeating and drinking and smoking, 
improper clothing and exposure to cold 
and heat, worry and care, idleness 
and overwork, over-excitement an d 
all kinds of excess, work destruc- 
tion, as they did before malaria wss in- 
vented. Lack of exercise produces de- 
rangements of the liver, spleen, nerves, 
brain and every organ in the body. It 
produces a multitude of symptoms sim- 
ilar to those produced by malaria. Left

should he about one foot, shoitid be 
tilled with dry chaff or saw-d .st. piling 
it on top of the hive al-wa. and then the 
whole should bo covered with a roof of 
boards.

But in our Northern clim-ite there is, 
perhaps, no better place for wintering 
bees than a pod, day cellar. It would 
be better if'-he cellar were furnished 
with pure ail through a six-inch tone 
extending two or three rods from the 
cellar, and s' veral feet below the sur- 
face of the ground. By admitting the 
air in this m»uncr, it would be warmed 
somewhat before entering the cellar. 
The impure ;dr can be removed from 

UMTCTlisvr by rnnninir n. pipe to within av 
few inches tt the cellar bottom, and 
connecting *,he upper end with the 
kitchen stovj-pipe. A part of the cel- 
lar should Iw' partitioned oT separately 
for the bee*, so that they may remain 
in perfect darkness, and be undis- 
turbed. 

During tl 5 "January thaw" it will, 
perhaps, be advisable to carry the bees 
out of doon and allow them to By, 
when they fhould lie returned to tho 
cellar and 'eft undisturbed until the 
soft maples are in blossom. Some of 
our best apiarists, however, do not re- 
move their bees from the cellar during- 
the wholo winter. — Cor. Rural Xtto 
Yorker.

These are the plans that governments 
u«e lo raise money. Each theory is plau 
sible, and to ihe student of such ques 
lions each preseuts many winning faces 
But still every goverameul on earth is 
confronted with the stubborn fact that so 
much money per annum must be raised. 
A government is one great family, so lo 
apeak, collected under lite head of a ruler 
or rulers, aud it is Ihe duty of these rul 
era lo provide, pecuniarily, for these fam- 
ilies, ami in viewing the policies of na 
tions a degree of acllishnsss must be ex 
peeled preoisely as somii selffishness is 
allowable to heads of ordinary families 
in providing for their own Upon ibn 
view, we submit the fact, that all uaiione, 
sxcept England, depeud largely upon the 
larirl, the taxing or others, for iho »up 
port of their national families. England 
stands alone as the nearest exemplar aaJ 
advocate of fiee trade, but is not an e* 
ception as lo selfishness. England excels 
all other nations in manufactures. 8hef

thirty-two years ago this month, of which 
probably very few of you liave ever heard. 
I refer to the time when the ! "alls of 
Niagara were dry for a whole day! That 
day was tho 31st of March, 1848. I did 
not witness it myself, but I was told of it 
the next rlay bv mv late brother-in-law, 
Thomas C. Street, Esq. , M. P. Happen- 
ing to go ont to his place the nest day, 
he told me that his miller (for he has ■ 
grist mill on the rapids above the Falls) 
knocked nt his l>ed-rootn door about five 
o'clock in the morning of thnt day, and 
told him to get up, as there was no water 
in the mUl rnce, and no water in tho 
great river outside the mill race. He 
said he was startled at the intelligence 
aud hurried out as soon as he cotdd drees 
himself, and then saw the liver, on tho 
edge of which ho had been bom thirty- 
lour years before, dry. After a hurried 
breakfast, he and his youngest daughter 
(then unmarried) went down about three- 
quarters of a mile to the precipice itself, 
over wliieh there was bo little \v it<-r run- 
ning that, having provided himself with 
a strung pole, they started from Table 
Bock and walked near the edge of the 
precipice about one-third of the way to 
Goat Island, on the American shore, and 
haviag stuck this j>ole in a crevice of the 
rock, and Miss Street having tied her 
pocket handkerchief firmly to the top of 
Uio pole, they returned. Ho said he then 
turned his view towards the river 1 >elow tho 
Palls, and saw the water so shallow that 
immense jagged rocks stood up in s .ieh a 
frightful manner that he shuddered when 
ho thought of his having frequently pass- 
ed over them in the little Maid of the 
Mist (as I often had done). 

"IIo then rcturnod toward home and 
drovp from the Canadian shore some one- 
half mile al*>ve the Falls towaid Gout 
Island. When he told me this he re- 
proached himself very much for not 
uaving sent out for me about eight miles 
distant, but he said that, though he had 
several times intended to do so, he had 
each Owe concluded not to do it, lest be- 
fi >re l» eonhl reach the wonderful scene 
the ^krs uhould have returned to their 
Of course, evcrylxxly was 
jrjTig i< the wonderful ovtnt when I 
w:u- <*nt there tire next tlay, and I have 
heard others who witnessed it speak of it 
since that time." 

So far can I testify to the evidence of 
the fact at the tune of its occurrence. 

Mr. Street's tfifeory was this : That the 
winds had been blowing down Lake Erie, 
which is only »bont thirty feet deep, ami 
n.shing a great deal of the water from it 
over the Falls, and suddenly changed and 
blew this little water (comparatively 
speaking) up to the western portion oi 
the lake ; and that a< this juncture the 
ice on Lake Erie, which had been broken 
up by these high winds, got jammed in 
the river between Buffalo and the Can- 
ada side anil formed a dam which kept 
back the waters of Lake Erie a whole 
day.

The old Gibralter Democracy is still di- 
tided, and refuses to be harmonised on 
the peace basis as offered.

The whole of which means that the bulk 
and ftovJy af the Democrats of this Msx 
triot are dissatisfied with Conventions, 
and will never be reunited and harmoni- 
ous except through a primary election.

by the Governor of the St, * to assist the 
sheriff in guarding two Visoners, Neal 
and Craft, and were in performance ol this 
duty. The trial was to ocour at Calletls- 
burg. On mot oii, the presiding judge, on 
the plea that the prisoner* could not .1. 
lain justioe in that couaty, granted a 
change of venue to an aljoioin^ county. 
Neal and Craft are charged with raping 
two girls, and the same night burning the 
house and murdering their victims. 
They had previously been Iried, convict- 
ed, and sentenced to be hung. Their law- 
yers appealed iheir ease lo the Court of 
Appeals and obtained for them a new tri 
al. On Ion Wednesday, when the court 
granted a change of venue, the State Mi- 
litia stnrted to carry the prisoners from 
Cailettsburg lo Lex ington, for safe keep- 
ing. An infurinted body of oitisens, va- 
riously estimated from 600 lo WOO, «.-i*ed 
a railroad train at Ashland, and ran down 
to Cailettsburg. Tbe mob through a com- 
mit ee demanded that tbe military com- 
mander turn thejprisoners over to them, 
staling that ihey were strong enough to 
take them bv force. This Ihe'comraander 
refused to do, urging that he had his duty 
to perform, that ho wanted to avoid tro't- 
ble, but that he would proicct the priso- 
ners at all hazards. The military with 
the prisoners were finally boarded on ihe 
steamer Granite State, and steamed off. 
Tbe railroad run- from Catlettsburg lo 
Ashland along the bmk of the river, and 
the mob run tiicir train bIoiilt with the 
boat, an ) reached Ashland in advance of 
the steamer. At Ashland a portion of the

Tobacco — The summary of the returns 
throughout ihe Slate shows 98J per cent, 
of a full crop 1 make no question that 
there has been a full crop grown. Tbe 
acreage was large, anil while the first 
half cf the season was unfavorable to its 
growth, the last half was all that could 
be desired, aud tbe outcome was wonder- 
ful. In three of the principal White 
B«rlt*y counties, viz: Owen, Itracken and 
Mason, the crop is somewhat short com- 
pared wilh former years, but this is more 
than made up for by (ho counties in 
Northern interior Kentucky that have in 
Ihe last few years entered upon its pro 
duction. The White Hurley crop will ag- 
gregate a full one. and n large part of il 
promises to be of fine quality. There is 
complaint of barn burning to a limited 
extent in some of the couties. 

IltMP.-Tbe hemp crop proves to be ihe 
only short crop grown in ihe State, the 
diminished ncnage and ihe inferior pro- 
duct bringing il down to not more than 
"0 per cent, of a full crop. 

R if- Tbe average yield of rye per acre, 
as shown by the footings up from 41 coun- 
ties, is 13 bushels. This crop is grown in 
tbe Stale lo but a small extent compared 
wilh Ihe other small grain. 

Soaoui M — There is a large increase of 
this crop grown in the State this year 
over previous years. The large increase 
is due to its cultivation for stock feed in 
counties in Central Kentucky. 

Potatoes — Mv returns put this crop al 
1C per cent, above an average. As the 
gathering season progresses the eviden- 
ces accumulate that the yield is large, 
and the quality exceptionally fine. 

H00 Crop — There is S'rf per cent, of a 
bog crop reported in the State, aud but 
G6 per cent, of stock hogs; Certainly 
correspondents overestimate in both in- 
stances, or else (be almost universal esti 
mate is greatly variant from the true 
Slate of case The irtKu is, we may deem 
ourselves fortunate if enough I104S are 
fattened In the State for home purposes. 

Live Stock — Is in good healthy condi- 
tion throughout tbe State, with the ex- 
ception of cholera amongst the bogs in a 
few localities, and a disease amongst cat- 
tle in a part of Bourbon county similar 
in its symptoms to bloody murrain. It is 
quite falal, aud so far has prjven bcyon i 
veterinary skill to manage it II is evi- 
dently produced from some local cause.
